Teen-Agers Add Lively Lift 
To New March of Dimes Drive 


Slave auctions in this 
Civil War Centennial Year? 

It can—and does—happen 
here, with the flower of 
American youth on the 
block.

They dance for dimes 
at casual sock hops and formal 
balls, man concessions at school 
sporte events, and hold com¬ 
munity car washes. 

Through such ingenious fun- 
for-funds projects, TAPs raised 
nearly three-quarters of a mil- , 
lion dollars during the 1961 
March of Dimes. 

For the 1962 New March of 
Dime.s in January, tens of thou¬ 
sands of the youthful volun¬ 
teers are literally “on TAP.” 
In more than 75 per cent of 
The National Foundation’s 3,100 
local county chapters, active 
TAP committees are deter¬ 
mined to hit new highs in fun 
as well as funds. 

Adult advisors who work 
with TAPs point out that un¬ 
derlying the outward frivolity 
of the teenagers’ projects is a 
deep awareness of the need for 
increased research and progress 
in the fight against crippling 
birth defects, arthritis and 
polio. During the year, many 
youngsters assist in local pa¬ 
tient services by reading to dis¬ 
abled children, writing letters 
for severely crippled arthritics 
or working as hospital aides. 

A prime year-round respon¬ 
sibility of TAP members is dis¬ 
tribution of information about 
National Foundation Health 
Scholarships to students in 
high schools and colleges. Each 
year, more than 500 four-year 
scholarships with a full value 
of $2,000 apiece are offered for 
study in medicine, nursing, 
physical therapy, occupational 
therapy and medical social 
work. TAP members know the 
desperate need to reduce the 
shortage of manpower in the 
health professions by encour-

Leader of the Teen Age Pro¬ 
gram for the 1962 New March 
of Dimes is national chairman 
Katherine Anne Keith, 18, of 
Columbia, Mo. Blonde, brainy 
and born to be busy, Katie will 
handle her major responsibil¬ 
ities as top TAP while she pur¬ 
sues an ambitious freshman 
schedule at the University of 
Missouri. 

On the basis of past per¬ 
formance, juggling scholarship 
and volunteer service won’t in¬ 
timidate Katie. She was 1961 
Missouri state TAP chairman 
during her strenuous senior 
year in high school. Under 
her leadership, Missouri TAPs 
1 showed record gains in mem¬ 
bership, services to chapters 
and funds raised for the March 
of Dimes.

- Veterans and dependents of de¬ 
ceased veterans on the Veterans 
Administration's nonservice - con¬ 
nected pension rolls received their 
annual income questionnaires with 
their December checks. The puncli- 
ed curds must be filled out wiLli the 
required information and returned 
to the VA before Januaiy 31. 

The VA requests that the cards 
be handled with cure so that they 
will run through the tabulating ma¬ 
chines when they are returned. 
They must not be folded, trimmed 
or mutilated in any manner. 

The address in the upper right 
hand comer is the address to which 
the card should be returned and 
should bo copied exactly as it ap¬ 
pears. The abbreviations have been 
cleared with the post office. The 
cards will be delivered promptly to 
the VA offices if addressed in this 
way. 

Most veterans and dependents 
will find only six or eight items 
that require information pertain¬ 
ing to annual income. Persons on 
the rolls under the new pension 
law effective .July 1, 1960, must al¬ 
so fill in a not worth item as re¬ 
quired by law.

The clerk’s book of School District 8 is a complete record of 
aimual and special meetings over a period of forty years. Beginning 
Nov. 2, 1827, votes are recorded on routine matters such as wood 
supply,' compliance with rales of the Ashley Fund ,repairs, sup¬ 
port of teachers, etc. 

Only the south room of the school building was owned by the 
District and in years when they voted to keep “two schools”, one 
to be taught by a man and one by a woman, they rented the north 
I’oom from Roderick Allen (also spelled Allyn) who had by this 
time bought the north room and the meeting hall upstairs, from the 
proprietors. 

In 1846, lengthy discussion began on whether to build a new 
school, repair the old or purchase the part owned by Mr. Allen. 

Nov. 13, 1846 the Committee reported they had bought the 
school, taken a deed and given secuity of payment. 

:They planned to move the building back and put in a better 
foundation. They voted to rent out the upstairs hall except that it 
should be free to both “Societies” for use of singing schools. Two 
years later,'however, more votes and discussion are recorded on 
whether or not to buy the school. In 1848 a special assessment of 
?200 was collected from the inhabitants to pay for repairs. 

Evidently Mr. Allen grow impatient that money was forthcom¬ 
ing for repairs and yet he must remain unpaid. Next we find the 
committee going to a lawyer for advice on a lawsuit pending be¬ 
tween the District and Roderick Allen. 

The District decided to sell the part they had bought from Mr. 
Allen and apply the proceeds to payment of their note to him. For 
this puiT)ose they appointed a committee to attend to the sale the 
second Tuesday, of April, 1849. But their good intentions of squar¬ 
ing the debt received another jolt. On March 31s?t at 6 a.m. the 
school house buraed down. The next entry in the record says, “Met 
at the place where the school was burned and Voted to adjourn to the 
horse shed of the meeting house.” There they voted to ask help 
from the Selectmen in "detection and conviction of the person who 
burned the school house.” Also voted a vigilance committee of 5 to 
bring the person to justice. Also voted to employ an attorney to 
have the suit with Mr. Allen put over to the next court. 

Thus they were left with an empty treasury, without a school- 
house, .and with no'means of paying the note to Mr. Allen. It would 
take plenty of Yankee ingenuity to pull themselves out of the hole.

If you were usked, “Of all the inventions of mankind,, whach one 
invention has added most to civilization?” you might have tro stop and 
ponder. 

Still this one invention was the cause of the end of the stMnalled 
Dark Ages.

It is recorded that one day h“ ^•a.s visit¬ 
ing an engraver of woods and he dropped one of these wood plartes and 
it broke into many pieces. He picked these pai'ts from the floor and 
began piecing them together and historian DeLamartine sayrs that 
“a light, as the lightning from heaven, flashed before his eyes.” Thus 
came about the idea, the invention of movable tyi)e and it is significant 
that the wood block which fell, carried a religious inscription and, 
therefore, the birth of printing may have been divinely inspirecl 

Johannas needed a machine to make the impressions on velliom and 
in those days the screw or lever wine press was the obrious answer 
and thus the principles of the wine press were adopted to tbe first 
printing press and from that point on the intelligence, knowledge, and 
wisdom of all the agw before literally flooded forth - to the benefit 
of men’s minds and souls. 

Printing’s magnificent contribution to cirilization and to freedom 
is immeasurable. It is the most beneficial industry in the worlt.
